Indians Left Place-Names As 
Their Memorials In Michigan

Ishpeming, (/Pi— Indians, 
wan­ 
dering in Michigan’s forests, ply­ 
ing its waters, and even sledding 
down its hills, left their words and 
descriptions as place-name me­ 
morials. 
The State itself derives its name 
from the Indian designation 
for 
“Big Water,” “Michiguma,” and 
it was adapted into its 
present 
form. 
The natives are 
said 
to have 
named a charming bowl-like 
de­ 
pression in the 
Marquette range 
of hills “The Heavenly Place.” 
When this iron-mining town was 
founded on the spot, it 
retained 
the Indian name, “Ishpeming.” 
Escanaba owes its name to 
the 
Indians 
devotion 
to 
poetic 
de- 
-f'ription. The area 
was 
called 
“Eshconabang,” 
meaning 
“The 
land of the red buck.” 
Paw Paw’s unusual name comes 
from the river on which it stands. 
The river, in turn, was named by 
the 
Indians for the multitude of 
tree* thcv called “Paw Paw" on its 
hanks. These trees, now rare, bear 
a fruit 
somewhat 
resembling a 
small banana. 
Many From Indians 
Oddly enough, the name of the 
tree, adanted by white 
men 
as 
“Papaw,” was carried to the East 
Tndies, 
There it was given to a 
free which looked a little like the 
North American original.

CADOTTE MYTH 
FOUND UNTRUE 


Story Of Fort Defense 
At Sault Ste. Marie 
Is Disproved 


Arm Arbor, Mich. — Michigan 
history has within it a number of 
interesting but quite false myths. 
One of these concerns the Upper 
Peninsula and the defense of a fort 
against the British at Sault Ste. 
Marie bv a Canadian and his In­ 
dian wife. 
According to F. Clever 
Bald, 
war historian of the University of 
Michigan, 
the 
Canadian, 
Jean 
Baptiste Cadette, and his spouse 
were stationed at the fort when 
the French seignoir, Louis de Gar- 
deur de 
Repentignv, 
led 
1,200 
white men and Indians from 
the 
upper Great Lakes to the defense 
of Quebec in 175D. 
De Repentigny did not return 
and in 1760, when Fiance surren­ 
dered the territory to Great Brit­ 
ain, Calotte, 
according 
to 
the 
myth, bravely defended the fort 
against the British until he was 
mortally wounded. 
Then, wrap­ 
ping the flag of France about him, 
the Canadian died, breathing de­ 
fiance against his foes. 
That’s not true at all. Bald in­ 
dicates, as “Cariotte was a prac­ 
tical businessman, not a romantic 
Gascon—he offered no resistance.” 
As for the British, 
Bald 
adds, 
"their occupation was brief. A fire 
broke out under mysterious cir­ 
cumstances shortly afterwards, de­ 
stroying 
all 
except 
Cadotte’s 
house. 
The British were forced 
to move to Mackinac.” 
And Cadotte? 
He 
formed 
a 
partnership with Alexander Hen­ 
ry, intrepid British 
trader 
who 
had a monopoly of the Lake Su­ 
perior fur trade, and lived to a 
ripe old age, the historian states. 
According to evidence Bald 
has 
unearthed. Cadotte even became a 
man “much esteemed by the Brit­ 
ish and for several years was paid 
by the Crown." 


Left-Wingers Mag 
Dominate New Jap 
Coalition Regime 
Tokyo, April 27 (A9)— A Ieft-of- 
center Popular Front government 
for Japan emerged as a possibility 
tonight after five days of fruitless 
negotiations 
between 
politicians 
attempting to organize a conserva­ 
tive coalition. 
Such a government would in­ 
clude the Social Democrats— third 
largest party in the new Diet—the 
Cooperatives, the Communists and 
po ably some of the Independents. 
The Social Democrats, conscious 
of the balance of power they hold, 
today broke off negotiations with 
the Liberal party aimed at forma­ 
tion of a three-party coalition in­ 
cluding the Progressives. 
Both the Liberals, headed by 
Ichiro Hatoyama, and the Progres­ 
sives, headed by outgoing Premier 
Kijoro Shidehara, are in fact con­ 
servative parties, and the Social 
Democratic party includes a strong 
conservative faction. 
Tho Socialist 
break 
with 
the 
Liberals suggested a strengthening 
of left-wing elements among the 
Social Democrats and 
was 
wel­ 
comed by Ritsu Ito of the Com­ 
munist party central committee. 
The Communists nold only five 
seats in the new Diet, but if the 
Socialists turn their backs on the 
Liberals and Progressives to be­ 
come the nucleus of a leftist Popu­ 
lar Front they will need Commun­ 
ist as well as other support.

W ashington.— If I w ere to choose a lead­ 
ing A m erican of 1946 as an inspiration to 
my son, I think I would pick the m an who 
died in harness this w eek as chief justice 
of toe United States.

Detroit, April 27 (IP)— 'The situa­ 
tion with respect to retail deliv­ 
eries of

automobiles appears destined to 
become a lot worse before it gets 
any better. 
Among the factors that becloud 
the new car outlook for the aver­ 
age individual whose order is not 
currently on file are: the indus­ 
try’s supply lines are threatening 
to dry un at anv moment as the 
coal strike further curtails steel 
shinments. 
No manufacturer has a normal 
stockpile of steel within reach; all 
are operating on a hand-to-mouth 
basis; continued operations have 
been possible only because output 
volume has been held back. 
Retailers’ books are filled with 
orders; in some instances the de­ 
mands call for more cars than the 
denier can hope to get this year. 
A few retailers, having already 
pledged their expected quotas 
to 
customers are turning down furth­ 
er orders— even with full payment 
in advance. 
Another Two Months 
The manufacturers are reiterat­ 
ing daily that there can be no re­ 
tail deliveries at the factories 
to 
friends or acquaintances of com­ 
pany officials. 
Hundreds of such 
requests are being received. 
The industry w ill not reach nor­ 
mal production levels for another 
two months, 
even 
under 
more 
favorable circumstances than are 
now indicated. That would be just 
a year from the time 
the 
car 
makers wore authorized to resume 
the manufacture of civilian vehi­ 
cles. 
On the basis of the current out­ 
look the car assembly plants by 
Ju ly I w ill have turned out 500,- 
000 passenger vehicles against an 
accumulated demand for upward 
of 12.000,000 units.

and hours and they decided

organize.

as president, was slightly sub rosa 
and slow. 
“ W e were flying high j 
when we got a couple 
hundred 
members,” Behncke says

But in 1931 the

affiliated

The strike-bound company sold 
out.

he had overstayed his leave of 
absence granted to represent the 
pilots’ association. 
He was fired 
but ordered 
reinstated 
by the 
N LR B . 
The threatened strike 
against 
T W A is the first since the early 
days of A L P A . Behncke’s union 
has now grown to a husky 6000 
membership w ith a very high per­ 
centage of eligible pilots. To be­ 
come eligible, pilots must 
com­ 
plete one year’s service with 
an 
airline, during which time 
they 
are also on probation 
with the 
carrier company, and they must 
be passed on by a local pilots’ 
council. These bodies are particu­ 
larly concerned with the personal 
qualities of the new pilots, as are, 
of course, the airlines.

But he gets paid 
only for time in the air. 
The new 
planes make

of the old twin-engined 
work­ 
horse, the DC-3. Where does that 
leave the pilot on flying hours? 
It leaves him with twice as many 
trips to gain 
the same number 
of flying hours.” 


Behncke himself is passing 50 
fairly quietly, except for a w ell­ 
kept moustache 
and 
the sporty 
checks and plaids he favors. He 
is a big fellow with a slight limp 
going back to 1934 when he landed 
a plane in a snowstorm near C hi­ 
cago, slipped off an icy wing and 
broke a leg. He is easy going until 
he starts talking about people he 
thinks may be doing wrong by his 
boys.

A new book has just been p u b ­ 
lished under 
the title “ If 
You 
Ask Me," and the author is none 
other than Eleanor Roosevelt. For 
quite a long time the form er First 
Lady has been contributing a col­ 
um n of questions and answ ers to a 
national magazine. 
An editor has 
collected m any of the m ore signi­ 
ficant reader questions and 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt answ ers 
and 
printed 
them betw een covers. About two 
thirds of the book is m ade up of 
this reprint material. 
I do not intend to 
review the 
new volume; I have described it 
briefly m erely because one of 
the 
questions, 
and 
Mrs. Roosevelt’s 
answer, attracted my attention. 
Here Is 1he question, as printed 
in the volume: 
“ W hat 
do you 
think ol the increasing tendency 
of 
today’s 
novelists to 
use so 
m any four-letter words not spoken 
in polite society?" 
Mrs. Roosevelt’s answ er is also 
given in full: “ I did not know that 
there w ere any words left th at 
w ere not spoken in polite society." 
P retty 
neat, 
that 
answ er: 
a 
skillful politician couldn’t do b e t­ 
ter. In addition 
to being tactful 
and im pregnated with a flavor of 
implied irony, 
the 
answ er was 
w iser than it appeared to bo on 
the surface. T here was in it so 
m uch know ledge of contem porary 
life, to say nothing of its k n o w ­ 
ledge of contem porary literature, 
that it deserves exnosition. 
For w hat Mrs. Roosevelt 
Im­ 
plies is of course that literature is 
a reflection of life. 
Those four- 
latter words 
h av e 
been m aking 
their appearance increasingly 
in 
literature for no other reason than 
that they have been appearing in ­ 
creasingly in so-called “polite soc­ 
iety.” And that goes for the whole 
tone of the literature of our daw 
it is inevitable' a reflection of the 
tone of the life of our day. 
Always, in all agrs. a civiliza­ 
tion's literature 
has been 
a re ­ 
flection of the spirit of that civ­ 
ilization 
Tf there are too m any 
fnur-letter w ords in ou r literature, 
that fact is as m uch an indictm ent 
of our life as it is of our books. 
While Mrs. Roosevelt does not 
say so, and saying so would not 
be polite. I take it that her an s­ 
w er Implies that the censorship of 
literature Is at best m erely an a t­ 
tempt lo 
treat 
the 
sym ptom s 
w hile Ie nving the disease untouch­ 
ed. It is futile to “clean u p" a c iv ­ 
ilization's literatu re w hile letting 
the civilization 
itself 
w allow in 
filth. That filth will so inevitably 


get itself expressed sooner or later 
th a t the censors are defeated be­ 
fore they begin. 
Anc! those who treat the sy m p ­ 
toms 
rath er than 
the 
disease 
should be defeated. 
They do far 
m ore harm than good. They give 
the impression that if they only 
keep the skin fairly smooth and 
unspotted, the festering sores be­ 
neath the surface do not m atter. 
It is in the long run m uch more 
w holesom e to let the sores break 
! oui and be exposed to the sun- 
1 light of expression. 
Not every w riter who 
m akes 
use of four-letter w ords is an im - 
| moral w riter. Som etim es the im- 
j morality rests with the people who 
try to repress him. II his purpose 
I is honestly to reflect w hat he real- 
' ly sees in the life of his time, he 
is basically 
a moral 
w riter, 
no 
m atter how' unconventional some 
of the w ords may be that he em ­ 
ploys. If those who try to suppress 
him do so m erely to preserve the 
appearance of a virtue that does 
not exist, they are the ones who 
should be asham ed of themselves. 
For tru e literature is a reflec­ 
tion of life. It is moral to the ex ­ 
tent that it reflects the life hon­ 
estly.
